TEXT MADE PUBLIC 
IN PRESS DISPATCH. 


Outside of a narrow official circle 


‘{t was not known in Washington until 


the Associated Press tonight received 
the text of the memorandum from 
Berlin that Germany had refused to 
admit any obligation to pay indemnity 
for the loss of Americans with the 
Arabic. Secretary Lansing during the 
day referred to the communication 
only in the most general way, and in- 
dicated that there would be no com- 
ment until the matter had been given 
the most careful consideration. 

Press dispatches from Berlin re- 
cently, saying Germany would offer to 
refer the matter of reparation to The 
Hague, were followed by intimations 
from high officials here that such a 
proposal would be acceptable. At that 
time, however, there had been no sug- 
gestion of a proposal to arbitrato the 
question of the right of the submarine 
commander to launch a torpedo at a 
passenger-carrying vessel under the 
circumstances of this case. 


OFFICIAL TEXT 
REACHES CAPITAL. 


Germany’s note on the sinking of the 
Arabic was received late today at the 
state department. Officials will not con- 
gider it before tomorrow and arrange- 


ments for its publication will be made 


later. 

The note, as outlined in Berlin: news 
dispatches, says the commander of the 
submarine believed the Arabic was 
about to ram him. It also expresses 
regret for the loss of any Americans 
and proposes means of reparation. 

Administration officials declined to 
comment on versions of its text con- 
tained in Berlin press dispatches, The 
note, delivered by the Berlin foreign 
office to Ambassador Gerard on Tues- 
day, was understood to ascribe the 
liner’s destruction by a submarine to 
self-defense, express regret over the 
loss of American lives and to propose 
to refer to The Hague questions of 
reparation and compensation. 

Assurances previously had been ex- 
pressed by Ambassador von Bernstorff 
that full satisfaction would be given 
in connection with the Arabic’s de- 
struction. 

While some officials 
submarine commander's’ explanation 
appeared unconvincing, it was made 
known that judgment would not be 
passed until the official text of the 
note had been decided. ° 

Invesigation of the sinking of the 
Allan liner Hesperian continued to- 
day. Ambassador Gerard had been in- 
structed to report any information 
available in Berlin and efforts were 
directed to clearing up reports that an 
American named Wolff, a member of 
the crew, perished. Officials are pre- 
serving an open mind over the Hes- 
perian case. All reports from London 
assert the ship was torpedoed, but be- 
lief still prevails in naval circles in 
Washington that she encountered a

Text of Germany’s Note on Sinking of Steamer Arabic 


Berlin, September 9 (via London, September 10, 2:36 a. m.)—Germany’s note to the United States bearing 
on the sinking of the White Star line steamer Arabic on August 19, which was communicated to the American 
ambassador, James W. Gerard, for transmissionsto Washington, is in the form of a memorandum under date of 
September 7, the text of which follows: 

“On August 19 a German submarine stopped the English steamer Dunsley, about sixteen nautical miles south 
of Kinsale and was on the point of sinking the prize by gunfire, after the crew had left the vessel.

conclude from the attendant circumstances that the Arabic planned a violent attack on the submarine. 

“This conclusion is all the more obvious, as he had been fired upon at a great distance in the Irish sea on 
August 14—that is, a few days before—by a large passenger steamer apparently belonging to the British Royal 
Mail Steam Packet company, which he had neither attacked nor stopped. 

“The German government most deeply regrets that lives were lost through the action of the commander. 
It particularly expresses this regret to the government of the United States on account of the death of American 


“The German government fs unable however to acknowledge any obligation to grant indemnity in the mat- 
ter even if the commander should have been mistaken as to the aggressive intentions of the Arabic. 

“If it should prove to be the case that it is impossible for the German and American governments to reach 
a harmonious opinion on this point the German government would be prepared to submit the difference of 
opinion as being a question of international law to The Hague tribunal for arbitration pursuant -to article 38 
of The Hague convention for the pacific settlement of international disputes.

Anglo-French Commission 
Expected to Meet Ameri- 
ca’s Foremost Financiers 
in J. P. Morgan’s Private 
Library. 


COMMISSION EXPECTED 
ON STEAMER LAPLAND 


The Allies’ Representatives 

Compose Most Eminent 
Delegation of Financiers 
Ever Carried by Single) 
Ship. 


New York, September 9.—The first of 
a series of negotiations through which 
it is expected to float a big foreign 
credit loan in this country, popularly 
believed to be in the neighborhood of 
$500,000,000, will be held here late to- 
morrow in the private library of J. P. 
Morgan. 

Prominent New York financiers, in- 
cluding the presidents of some of the 
city’s strongest banks and trust com- 
panies, will be present, informally rep- 
resenting the American syndicate of 
monied interests which probably will 
attempt to underwrite the loan; on 
the other hand, representing the Brit- 
ish empire, France and perhaps Russia, 
will be the six members of the Anglo- 
French commission appointed to deal 
with the situation here on behalf of 
their governments. 

Members of this commission are be- 
lieved to be aboard the British steamer 
Lapland, due tomorrow. They will be 
guests of Mr. Morgan during the after- 
noon, and at 2:30 o’clock will be given 
a reception in his library, at which 
they will meet some of the men who 
hold America’s purse strings. Beyond 
the day’s program, no announcement 
was forthcoming tonight as to the com- 
mission’s plans. 

Plan Many Meetings. 

It was learned, however, that tomor- 
row’'s meeting with New York 
financiers probably will be the first of a 
number of meetings, at which members 
of the commission will be brought face 
to face with representative men of the 
American financial world. Should the 
stay of the commission here be ‘some- 
what prolonged, it was considered like- 
ly that bankers from many cities would 
be invited to visit them in New York 
and discuss the details of their under- 
taking. 

There will be no attempt, it was said, 
by any one group of powerful bankers 
to monopolize the commission or to 
attempt to direct its energies. The 
jealousies of the financial world and 
the conflicting interests of some of its 
dominent figures, so far as possible, 
will be subordinated, it was said, in a 
whole-hearted attempt to meet the 
commission ‘half way in its endeavors 
to adjust the present complicated sit- 
uation, That, at least, was the pro- 
gram tonight.

French Admit Partial Ger- 

man Success in Argonne, 
But Claim Teutons Were 
Thrown Back in Most Ip- 
stances. 


London, September 9.—The German 
crown prince is making another de- 
termined attempt to break through the 
French lines in the Argonne and Berlin 
declares he has taken trenches over a 
front of two kilometers (1% miles) and 
to a depth of from 300 to 500 meters, 
capturing 2,000 prisoners, 48 machine 
guns and 64 mine throwers. 

The French admit a partial German. 
success, but declare that in most in- 
stances the attackers were thrown back 
with heavy losses, 

This is the prince’s second effort te 
win a victory in this region within the 
last three months. He apparently is 
as far from his objective this time as 
before. Fighting was in progress all 
yesterday and throughout the night, 
and still was going on at last reports. 


ALLIES’ BOMBARDMENT 
IS DYING DOWN. 


This doubtless is the German reply 
to the artillery bombardment which the 
allies kept up for fifteen days, but 
which now seems to be dying down 
without succeeding infantry attacks. 
Instead, except for heavy gun action 
south of Arras, bomb throwing seems 
to have taken its place. 

Along the eastern front things are 
moving more slowly again after the 
Russian offensive in the southeast, in 
which the Muscovites claimed a sub- 
stantial victory, had helped to liven up 
matters. 

From the Gulf of Riga to Olita, south 
of Kovno, the Germans assert, the situa- 
tion unchanged, while their center 
from that point to and beyond the Pri- 
pet marshes continues to advance.

“Mr. Constantin Dumba, the Aus- 
tro-Hungarian ambassador at Wash- 
ington, has admitted that he pro- 
posed to his government plans to in- 
stigate strikes in American manufac- 
turing plants engaged in the produc- 
tion of munitions of war.

There are two things of tremendous 
value to England—-the intangible but very 
important asset of American friendship and 
sympathy and the very tangible advantage 
involved in this country as a source of war 
munitions and supplies. There is no uncer- 
tainty regarding the temper of this country 
relative to England’s action. The adminis- 
tration knows it, and 
England, to some extent at least, is aware 
of it. 
in summing up the 
contraband order: 


It would seem not only justice but 
good policy for Iengland to make this 
concession to the demand of the United 
States. It is true that the combined 
navies of England, IFrance, Italy and 
Russia can enforce any rule of the high 
seas they may agree upon. Neverthe- 
less, if the United States should put an 
embargo on the export of war muni- 
tions to the allies it would do them 
more injury than the acquisition of 
cotton by Germany could do them. It 
would be wise for Itngland to act in 
this matter before the congress meets. 


We have sought to steer clear of threat |

upon the basis of the unquestioned 
rights involved. England is as well aware 
of these rights as we are: it should be 
necessary only to point out to her that she 
is doing an iliegal and a wrong thing, and 
our emphatic request that she desist from 
it should -be sufficient. 

It has not been concealed, 
the temper of the people throughout the 
country is such as almost to compel con- 
gressional action of some sort, unless Eng- 
land revises her orders in council to the 
extent of ceasing to interfere with ship- 
ments to neutral ports of cotton and other 
products which have no place in a list of 
war contraband. 

That President Wilson will act vigor- 
ously in this case was foreshadowed in the 
last American note to Germany relative to 
the Lusitania. Germany's action in reced- 
ing from her pian of submarine warfare to 
the extent of meeting our requirements, 
The Springfield Republican points out, 
makes it even more essential that we press 
our point with England to a successful con- 
The Republican says: 


By meeting our government's views 
regarding ‘“‘the freedom of the seas,” 
in abandoning an abhorrent practice 
which was néver justified by Germany 
except as a measure of retaliation, the 
Gérman government places President 
Wilson and all the American people 
who support a sincerely neutral policy 
in a position from which they are 
bound to make good the words in the 
last Lusitania note: “The government 
of the United States will continue to 
contend for that freedom (of the seas) 
from whatever quarter violated with- 
out compromise and at any cost.” 


It will be noted that the newspapers of 
the country, north and east as well as in 
the south, recognize this as a great national 
question and not one which has to do par- 
ticularly with a southern crop only. 

As a national question, based on well 
established principles, it is inconceivable 
that England should remain 
opportunity of good policy involved, even 
though willing to commit an unjust and 
unlawful act in the prosecution of the war 
against her enemies.

PLAN TO TEST WAYCROSS 
SUFFRAGB AMENDMENT SOON 


That the votes-fer-women clause 
was not put in as a “joker” in the 
amendment to the charter of the city 
of Waycross, passed by the last gen- 
eral assembly, but was put in deliber- 
ately and earnestly for the purpose of 
getting votes for women 1s set forth in 
a letter by the author of the Dill. 
Furthermore, the author holds his suf- 
frage clause constitutional and _ will 
submit it to the people of Waycross for 
ratification, and if it is ratified, the 
law will be tested in the courts, 

The letter is in part as follows: 

“T introduced and had passed in the 
legislature certain amendments being 
the equal suffrage right. This equal 
suffrage clause was not-put in as a 
‘joker’ at all. It was put in after care- 
ful consideration and investigation. 

“T note that the state papers are giv- 
ing quite a lot of advertising to tne 
matter, and some seem to take it unto 
themselves to declare it unconstitu- 
tional. We hold that the constitution 
of the state does not necessarily apply 
to city primaries or city elections. In 
other words, the city executive com- 
mittee should pass on the qualification. 

“T am doing my best to get. this 
amendment to the city charter ratified 
by the people in an election to be held 
on the second Saturday in October. If 
it is ratified, the city authorities will 
no doubt put it into effect, and then 
it will be up to some good brother to 
test the constitutionality of the ques- 
tion. 

“Tt understand that a clause of this 
kind was introduced in the Florida 
legislature, was ratified by the sone 
of the town, and has been declared con- 
stitutional. I have talked with one or 
two lawyers of Waycross, and they 
give me the opinion that this bill is 
constitutional.”
